Oy the th March last Mr. Tre veryan, 
Liberal Member for. the Eland Division of 
the West Riding of Yorkshire, introduced 
imto the House of Commons a Bill for the 


taxation for local purposes, over and above 
present sources of Tovenuc, of Tand values. 
. The Bill proposed, according to the summary 
given, as its main principles that in case of 
undeveloped property the real selling value 
of thé Jand should be the basis of taxation 
for local purposes, and that land values 
should be rated-separately from buildings, 
the land value being taken at an amount 
equal to 3 percent. on the selling value. 
Mr. RuruerForp, who seconded the motion, 
recommended the Bill to the acceptance of 
the Houso. on the ground that it would 
stimulate building on land which was now 
kept out of the market. Doubtless Mr. 
Treveiyan in introducing the Bill to the 
notice of the House flattered hirself, not 
only that he was a reformer of the first 
water, but that his echeme introduced into 
Municipal Finance an entirely new and 
hitherto unthought of principle which he, 
‘a reformer by a long hereditary descent, had 
the privilege of being the first of mortals to 
introduce to the notice of municipil man. 
Alas! for such a conception ; an ancient 
philosopher has said that there is nothing 
new under the sun, and Mr. Trevecyan’s 
grand scheme is no exception to tho rule. 
With the exception that we must read five 
per cent. instead of threo, owing to the higher 
rates of interest prevailing in Asia, the 
sehemo of land taxation towards ‘municipal 
expenses has for some sixty years been the 
tule in Shanghui, ever since, in fact, the first 
foundation of the settlement, and constitutes 
a very important factor in local taxation. 
Of the amount of nearly one and « half 
million taels raised during the year 1903 
the sums accruing under each head were in. 
the following proportions :—Taxes on land 
direct, 20,6 per.cent.; taxes on houses and 
buildings, 42.8 per cont. ; wharfage, dues, 
“12.1 por cent., and licence. fees, 24.5 per cent. 
One of the crying evils of modern municipal 
finance is undoubtedly its growing extra- 
vagance, aud with the present incidence 
falling almost exclusively on houss property, 
and amounting on an average to upwards | 


a juster incidence of taxation, has been the 
exciting cause in this new proposal to tax 
land values; in the present temper of muni- 
cipal wire-pullers the eifect would. not be 
to reduce taxation, but to afford a new basis 
for municipal extravagance. to be as reck- 
lessly made use of as have the old sources 
of revenue now pledged to their utmost 
limits, Gradually the various municipzlities 
are being unpleasantly ‘reminded that the 
expansiveness of their resenues has béome 
a thing of the past, and that financial reia 
or heavy retreuchments are the only alter- 


natives offering, The new suggestion. to 


increase the burdens. on the. ratepayers, 
though bronght forward under the specious 
pretext of equalising burdens, is felt, to be 
merely a new device for raising more 
money, and though a small majority prised 
the second reading there was exhibited but 
little inclination, having endorsed the rea- 
sonableness of shifting an unequal burden, 
of proceeding further. Historically the 
example of Shanghai affords but little sup-

Bat what a vast change comes with the annul 
féstival! For be it known that each year, 
in the Third Moon, and on tho twenty-third 
day, the devout, votarios' of Tien | Han 
journey in thoir thousands from all parts 
of the southern provinces to worship at the 
ancient shrino and supplicate for good joss in 
the coming months. Tho festival indeed-is one 
of the most famous in China, yet though its 
colebration takes place at our very door it is hut 
little known to Europeans hero. : 
Shiokwan Bay is famous for the quality of its 
oysters and its‘crabs, During the past fow days 
it has presonted the appearance moro of an 
important shipping port than of an uunsequestoer- 
ed bight under whose placid ‘surfaco lie the 
silonlly growing beds of shell-fish. Junks by 
the hundreds filled the hay—junks of strange 
shapes and rig. from the eovered-in house-boat 
peculiar to thy inlund rivers to the huge couster 
of s hundred tons or more with, massive cannon 
frowning over the bulwarks; the war-vessel 
with flags and braves in gay attire, and the rapid 
sumpan flitting. in and out umong the shipping. 
More than a score of steamers, big and small, 
from the old “converted” wooden hulk to tha 
Intest typo from the shores of Frances, lent 
diversity to the scene. ‘ 
On shore the view was oven more wonderful. 
Where only «week ago the sys could see, no- 
thing but paddy-fields and find nothing more 
interesting than the old dismantled fort on the 
hill @ dragon with his fangs cut out), » veriluble 
city now appeared, a.city of bamboo and palm- 
loaf, Numberless gungways hod been puilt 
out into the soa for landing pilgrims from tho 
boats. A great brond wooden stroct had beon 
built on piles from the wharves to the templo 
heros the watery fields, and all throughout its 
half-nfle Jongth it was flanked with booths 
where could be bought joss-sticks, joxs-papor 
and crackers by the cart-load. The great joss. 
for which Shokwan is famous are coloured paper 
cocks, Thousands upon thousands are bought 
and carried away into the remotest parts of 
Kwangtung and Kwangsi: These are carefully 
preserved among the household gods until next 
festival comes round, and happy is the man or 
woman who out of the myriad sold chances 
‘upon the chanticleer who evinces un ability to 
crow, for everlasting prosperity follows in tho 
footsteps of its happy possessor and his or her 


kin. 

“But the purchase of cooks and souvenirs is a 
matter of after consideration. Our first devotrs 
must be. paid to the temple and its goddess. 
Tt_is not “the thing” to dare to enter the 
sacred precincts of the temple without bringing 
a votive offering, .so we arm, ourselves with on 
abundunce of cruckers and sot off. What a 
crush! At ono part of tho way so great is the 
press that the narrow thoroughfare is incapable 
of accommodating all who would pasa temple- 
wards, To make matter worse, there is a 
sudden rush of peoplo coming from the opposite 
direction. It is tho crowd being driven forward. 
by the patrol of braves, Tho stream of people 
becomes compressed. the strain increases, and at 

“Just the human throng bulges ont at the sides, 
invades adjacent stalla, and even betakes 
itself to the paddy-tields at the risk of going 
wotshod for the rest of the day. After 
maueh crnshing aud good-natured interchange 
of badinage. we reach the temple.

Tho above increase in occan-going is prin- 
cipally due to the fact of some now Lines having 
ben” established—tho China Commercial 
Steamship Company, the British India steamors 
now visiting the port, tho addition of somo now 
stoamers to local firms, and lastly to an increase 
of coal imported from Australia in steamers 
new to the port. : 

The increase in river trado is almost wholly 
due tothe new steamers Kinshan and Wing 
Chai being in the xiver trade during the greator 

‘| part of 1903, and to an increased number of 
sailings bythe Hongkong, Canton and Macao 
Steam Boat Company, Limited,’ . 

Under foreigu fags, therois an increase of 
681 ships of 1,063,904 tons, of which 328 ships 
of 821,216 tons are ocean-going; the remuindor, 
353 ships, measuring 242,688 tons, are river 
steamers. 

The inoroase in ocean-going is. made. up 
principally by an incraased. nunber of steamors 
calling at’ the port in 1903 under the U. 8. fag: 
and to tho increased tonnage of sume of the 
Pacific Mail steamors, and to on increase under 
Chinexo, Japanese, and French flags. 

The increase in river trade is made up by two 
French steamers Sen Cheng, and Kong Nam, 
the former boing a now steamor and the latter 
was transferred from tho British flag in July, 
1908, also to the Chinese steamors Chan Wat 
and Chan On, whose running commenced in the 
first quarter of 1903. : : 

The actual number of ships of European 
construetion (exclusive of river steamers and 
steam lnunchox) entering tho port during 1903, 
was 741, of which 344 wore British, and 397 
foroign. These ‘741 ships entered 4.419 times, 
giving a total tonnage’ entered of: 7,064,185 
tons, Thus, compared with 1902, 28 more’ ships 
entered: 372 moro times, and gave a total 
tonnage increased by 779,927 tons. 

Tho 344 British vessels curried 2,670 British 
officora and 24 forcign officers as follows:— 
British 2,079, Norwegian 3, Dutch 1, German 
2, United Statco 18, Total 2,703. Thus the 
proportion, of foreign officers in British ships 
was 0.89 per cent, comprising four nationalities, 
an increase of 0.11 por cent. with » decrease of 
ships. : 

The 397 foreign ships carried 2,882 officers, 
of whom 267 were British, borno as follows :— 
In Japanese ships, 1:39; Chinese, 97; United 
States, 16; French, 7, Dutch, ; 4 Belgian, 4. 
Total, 267. Tho proportion of British officors 
in.foreign ships was therefore 9.3 por contr 
distributed among six nationalities; a decrease 
of 1.4 per cont. with an increase of ships. 

Of the crews of British vessels 16.6 per cont. 
wore British, 0.5 per cent. other Europeans, 
82.9 por cent. Asiaties. Of the crews of foreign 
vessals, 12 por cont, wore British, 22.3 per cent, 
othor Europeans, 76.5 por cent. Asiatics, ‘This 
shows a slight increase of Asiatics in British 
and foreign vessels, with a stight falling-off in 
the proportion of Europeans. : ‘ 

TRADE, . 

Tho returns under this heiding are . gathered 
from the masters of vessels, and; in some cases, 
from the agents concerned, and must be looked 
upon as but approximate and, it may be, mis- 
Jeading. It is much to be regretied that mas- 
ters and agents do pot render wore acenrate 
returns. 

The principal foutures to be remarked in the 
reported trade of the port for 1903 are — 

Imports.—Lncreasos in coal of 14.0 per cont., 
cotton of 80,8 per cent., flour of 11.6 por cent., 
vase petroleam of 37,3 per cent., general of 77 
per cent. Decreases in bulk petroleum of 25.4 
per cont. liquid fuel of 84.1 per cont., rice of 
27.1 per cent., sugar of 14.3 per cont; timber of 
14.1 per cent, ‘The not inerease under this head 
amounts to 21.847 tons. 

Exports,—There is an inerease reported of 
24,052 tons. ‘ < 

Transit eargo.—Thore is an increase reported

: GENERAL. 

Captain Rumsey having left tho Colony for 
good, it devolves upon moe tofather this report, 
three quar- 
ters of which he was in charge of the harbour, 
I may, perhaps, be pormitted to express my own 
personal rogret at, and my sense of tho loss the 
Colony has incurred through his departure. 

The building of the much*heeded new Harbour 
Office has now been commonced, and it is to be 
hoped that the work will bo pushed on as quickly 
as possible, as.tho work of tho department is 
seriously hampered by the restricted viow of the 
Harbour from the office. But it is scarcel, 
‘probable that. the new office can be opened muc 
before another two years have passed... 

During the, year arrangements have beon 
made to light Cap-shui-mun, and this light will, 
I trust, be established before this report appears 
in print, There would seem to he little pros- 
pect, however, of immediate improvement in 
the lighting of tho eastern and western ap- 
proaches to the Harbour, by the shifting of 
Cape D'Aguilar Light to Green Island, and the 
Green Islund Light to Cape Collinson, a3 ap- 
proved in 1900, owing to the greater novessity 
for other Publie Works, which are absorbing 
all tho available funds, It is to be hoped that 
it will be possible to carry out these greatly 
noeded improvements before long, Green Island 
light being so inofficiont in its’ present position, 
and Cape D'Aguilar light’ haying beon lying 
idle for over seven yeara now. This latter light 
cost the Government £2,914 about thirty years 
ago, and is inas good condition now us it was 
when it was first lit in 1874. 


Tho size of vessels trading to ond from tho 
Colony. continues to increass, as well as their 
numbers, and the problem as to whero to put 
thom .is becoming very serious. Tho deep 
water area of the harbour is small, ond, owing 
to constant reclamations and silting up of cur- 
tain parts of the Harbour, this area ix continual- 
ly contracting. Something will have to bo done 
in the near future to provide accommodation 
for the shipping, and the question is “ What” ? 

It is probable that. the shipping of the port 
will continue to increase, hoth in numbers and 
sizo, so that any moasures that may be decided 
upon will have to take the future into account, 
and not only fhe immediate future, either, 
Dredging ‘is extremely glow and expensive 
work, and any schemé which -bases- its entire 
hoper on this alone, is, in my opinion, doomed 
to fuilure, not only on account of the slowness 
of the work, but because of the probable use- 
lessness of it, for it is reasonable to believe 
| that, as those parts of the Harbour which stand 

in need of dredging have been, and: aro’ still 
being, silted up, so they will continue to he in 
the faturo, and unless a prohibitive (as to cost) 
number ef dredges be employed, and be kept 
employed, very Little, if any, impression will be 
made on the depth of the water. And the work 
will be endless, as it will have to be kept going 
indefinitely. 7° 

So far as Tam a..are. no other plan (than that 
of dredjing) ‘for providing deep water accom. 
modation. has. hitherto been suggested, except 
that contained in » schemo of Harbour Im. 
provement formulated and submitted to Gov- 
enment by me in January, 3102, which pro- 
vided inter alio, for the deepening, by natural 
means, of the water wost of the Kowloon 
Poninsnla and inside Sulphur Channel. This 
schome I am not now permitted. to publish. 
It would cost o considerable sum” of money, 
money which, howevor, ones spent, would be 
spent once and for all, and would give us many 
things besides an increased deep water anchor- 
age, including the vexed question_of communi- 
cations, dealt with by Captain Rumsey in his 
report for 1901.
